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plies $75,000 Toward Purchase 
of New Site. Board to Call Bond Election 
Fer Erection of Buildings 





By unanimous vote, the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday selected the Arrowhead Avenue site, 
between Third and Fourth Streets, San Bernar- 
dino, for the county’s new courthouse. 

With $75,000 subseribed by a syndicate of 
San Bernardino business men to purchase the 


site, the supervisors immediately instructed the 
district attorney to institue condemnation pro- 


ceedings. 


The cost of the litigation as well as 
the cost of the property will be borne by 
syndicate, thus providing the county a half 


the 


block with a 600-foot frontage on Arrowhead. 


Avenue without cost.’ 


A bond issue will be called to. finance the 
erection of the new courthouse, replacing the 
antiquated and quake-damaged structure now 
occupied by the county governmental offices. 
The property at Court and B Streets will prob- 
ably be retained by the county as income prep- 
erty, the rental eventually retiring the bonds. 


“We are going to build a 
new courthouse,’’ Chairman A. 
G. Kendall announced at a 
conference at which the Court- 
house Advisory Committte en- 


| dorsed ‘the Arrowhead Avenue

site. ‘‘If the bonds .are not 
voted then there will be noth- 
ing left for the board to do but 
levy a direct tax. I,do not like 
to see a courthouse constructed 
story by story, as it necessarily 
would have to be erected if a 
tax is levied year after ‘year. 
To Retain Present Property 

““We are in this position: I 
think the new structure can 
be erected for approximately 
$450,000. This as least, will 
care for our immediate needs, 
J believe. We can complete 
our building and .retain. our 
property (Court:and E: streets) 


In later ‘years, ‘we can sell this. 


property, piece by piece, and 
apply the proceeds on . the 
bonds, or retain the property 
and its income will retire vir- 
tually all of the bonds out- 
standing. It is good business, 
either way.’’ 

No date for the calling of 
the bond issue was announced. 

On motion o Supervis C. E. 
Grier, the supervisors aceepted 
the syndicate’s offer of $75,000 
for the purchase of the Ar- 
rowhead Avenue site. after 
Herman Harris, representing 
the syndicate, submitted the 
subscriptions and $6525 in cer- 
tified checks as evidence of the 
syndicate’s good faith. 

Ralphs Acres Submitted 

Supervisor M. P. Cheney, of 
Colton, offered an amendment 
to the motion substituting the 
Ralphs Acres site, but it was 
lost without a second. On a 
roll call vote, Supervisor Che- 
ney was the last supervisor 
canvassed. 

‘‘T have been in favor of the 
Ralphs Acres site,’’ declared 
Secretary Cheney. ‘‘I thought 
it was an ideal-site, accessible 
and with plenty of room. I 


personally thought it was a 


good site and I was for it be- 
cause the people of the fourth 
district were solidly support- 
ing it. However, inasmuch as 
the Board of Supervisors has 
seen fit to select the Arrow- 
head Avenue site, I feel that 
‘the county 
should lay aside all personal 
feeling and support the bond 
issue. I am going to set the 
example and vote for the Ar- 
rowhead site, making the 
board’s vote unanimous,’’ 
Bartlett’s Appeal Lost 
Supervisor Cheney’s  re- 
marks were generously ap- 
plauded by the advisory com- 
mittee. Previously. the advis- 
ory committee had voted nine 
to three for the Arrowhead 
Avenue site. Attorney E. W. 
Bartlett.of Colton again urg- 
ed the selection of the Ralphs 
Acres site, but his appeal was 
lost by the balloting of the ad- 
visory committee and super- 
visors, , : 
In presenting the syndi- 
cate’s proposition, Mr. Harris 
that, the offer seemed 
to him to be ‘‘a liberal ‘‘of- 
fer,’ “We don’t deny,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘that we may pos- 
sibly make “a few dollars on 
cur investment, but we are 
putting up real money for the 
county to obtain a site without 
a dollar’s Goat, We are offer- 
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ing a convenient site, .a site 
that will mean much ito the 
city, a site for a building that 
‘will mean much to the coun- 
ity.”’ 

Somprises 180;000 .Feet 

The site comprises 180,000 
square feet with a 600-foot 
frontage on Arrowhead Avenue 


‘and 300 feet on Third and 


Fourth streets. Of the prop- 
erty, the county owns a par- 
cel 150 by 250 feet, the site 
of the county garage. ‘The 
$75,000 subseribed by the syn- 
dicate will, it is estimated, pay 
the condemnation :award for 
the property. The Tenth. street 
site once submitted by a syn- 
dicate ‘was not considered, the 
syndicate failing to raise the 
funds neeessary to’ make /.a 
bona fide proposition. 

$73,000 in Building Fund 

In the :county treasury is 
$73,000 for building purposes, 
raised by a direct tax levy a 
year ago. This will be ap- 
plied ‘to ithe funds raised by a 
bond issue, or direct tax, in 
construction of ithe new build- 
ing. 

A committee of ‘five, ‘repre- 
senting the ‘five supervisorial 
districts, will be named by the 
Courthouse -Advisory Commit- 


‘tee to co-operate with ‘the su- 


pervisors in.submitting a bond 
issue. The personnel of this 
committee will probably be an- 
nounced within the week.

under age.. The police theory is 
that it is possible that these men 
are known to each other, as was 
indicated by the cards found on 
Clark, and may have been assoc- 
iated in their efforts to prey on 
juveniles. 


Among the cards found in 
Clark’s possession was that of E. 
H. Herron, said by the detectives 
to have had charge of the escrow 
and trust department of a large 
downtown Los Angeles bank. Her- 
ron was arrested by Detective 
Meyer on the 19th inst., ‘and 
charged with contributing to the 
delinquency of a 16-year-old boy, 
who was with him when taken in- 
to custody in Westlake Park. 

Search is Made 

Although Clark was 
Friday night, members

the pulpit, evidently did not know 
of it until they started search for 
thim by asking the sheriff's office 
of Los Angeles to aid in locating 
him.

The N ewspaper and Its Readers 


T the recent annual convention of the American Associa- 
tion of the Teachers of Journalism, held in Chicago, 
Prof. Grant M. Hyde of the University of Wisconsin. 
advised that newspaper reading should be studied in 
every high school and college. The result which is sought, 
and which he believes may be attained, would be the devel- 
opment of a better understanding of the newspapers, more 
intelligent reading, and ultimately a better press. The speak- 
er told of encouraging results from his efforts to teach col- 
lege freshmen how to read a newspaper. ‘“‘If,’’ said he, ‘‘we 
are to have better newspapers, a better community, a better 
Government, we must train a generation of young people to 
demand better newspapers and to read them intelligently.”’ 

No one, in this day and age, would contend that the in- 
fluence of the newspaper si not great. It is read, casually or 
studiously, by nearly everybody. This being the case, it should 
be the aim to make the newspapers as good as possible, while 
at the same time training the youth to distinguish between 
the good and the indifferent or vicious, and to make intelli 
gent application of what is really informative and helpful. 
Professor Hyde places a high estimate on the newspaper as 
an institution. He says that without it the social system 
would be inarticulate, a demoeratie government impossible, 
and that modern business could not exist. But he finds its 
influence only partly effective because the American public, 
while buying millions of newspapers, does not read the im- |. 
portant things in them. : es 

Speaking of his own efforts, as a teacher in a school of 
journalism to train young men and women how to read a 
newspaper intelligently, Professor Hyde that while progress 
seemed to be slow he believed much could be accomplished. 
He reports that each year he is able to direct the reading of 
one hundred freshmen and to teach them how to discriminate 
between the good and the indifferent. These, he says, become 
supporters of good journalism.

There are convincing indications that this method of 
teaching, or one approximating it in its chief essentials, is 
being followed in many more than a hundred schools and co!- 
leges in the United States today. The Christian Science Moni- 
tor, which elaims and is acknowledged to be the outstanding 
exponent of clean and progressive journalism, is read and 
studied in scores and hundreds of American schools. And it | 
is gratifying to realize that the results aré, so far as they can 
be measured somewhat superficially, exactly what Professor 
Hyde says they should be. Whatever may appear to the con- 
trary, the standard of journalism in the United States and’ 
throughout the civilized world is being raised. Those who 
read the newspapers are learning to discriminate and to cast 
aside the worthless, the suggestive, the vicous, putting in 
their place that which is informative, reliable and unpreju- 
diced. The Monitor is no longer the only paper that aspires 
to this higher and better standard. A clearer conception of 
what is and what is not news is being gained, not only by 
those who write, but by those who read. There is being de- 
veloped a new ‘‘profession’’ of journalism, which includes news- 
paper buyers as well as newspaper makers.—Christian Science 
Monitor.

Community’s Responsibility 


EOPLE have a gre.t deal to say about the course of 
studies planned out by the colleges for freshman year. 
‘Tf it were only different,’’ they say, ‘‘if only it offered 
something besides hard work, which discourages and 
bores the girl who has not yet learned to appreciate college, 
if only it were more advanced to satisfy the girl who craves 
expression It is a problem whieh recurs constantly 
before the administrators of a eollege, and has been back of 
much experiment and change in the freshman curricula in re- 
icent years. College authorities and schoo] heads agree on the 
| evidence, but cannot seem to locate the trouble itself, and 
meanwhile many parents and students have been disappointed. 
This object of much abuse has found a defender in Mrs. 
Orville H. Martin of Kansas City, Mo., who is a graduate of 
Smith College, in the class of 1891. She sets forth her views 
in the Smith Alumnae Quarterly. In an article entitled ‘“‘The 
Coramunity’s Responsibility for the Freshman Year,’’ Mrs. 
Martin lays the blame, not so much onthe school and college 
work itself as on the home life, from which college girls come, 
the rather artificial tempo of community life in which they 
are bred. ; 
‘‘Rreshman year,’’ she says, ‘‘is one of the joints of the 
educational system. All the mistakes of all the schools the 
girls have attended from kindergarten on show up under the 
demands of college work. The freshman curriculum must be 
considered in relation to preparation as well as to later study. 
Entrance requirements are changing through the increased co- 
operation between the preparatory schools and colleges, and 
the freshman curriculum will be modified by these changes. 
‘The faculties of schools and colleges have accepted their full 
share of blames for the failures of the freshman . year. Have 
we, college alumnae and mothers, been equally critical of our- 
selves? May not we, too, who are outside of the colleges, be 
partly at fault?’’ 
Th whirl of modern life which leaves no time for quiet 
study and reflection in the home is one of the factors blamed 
by Mrs. Martin for the facility with which college students 
become bored with their courses. This is coupled with what 
seems to her to be an overdevelopment of that school of edu- 
eation which attempts to bring out the nascent powers of a 
student and rouse her interest by various artificial and highly

This road, which is 2.1 miles in 
length, is one of the most import- 
ant links of the San Antonio can- 
yon highway system, as it enables 
motorists to drive into the flat 
where there is ample space . for 
parking and camping.

The hinge holds the rear gang 
so that its disks at all times cut 
half-way between the forward 
discs, even on the turns in elther 
direction.

The hinge plates are broad and 
heavy enough to keep the entire 
frame plenty rigid, so when a hard 
spot is hit the weight of the whole 
outfit rests on it to cut it. 

When dirt is to be thrown to- 
ward a tree row the outfit runs 
on the right side of the row, and 
vice versa, with no change in the 
disc adjustment.

“The greatest demand for 
grapefruit is in London, on 
the part of American tourists. 
Birmingham has witnessed an 
increase in the use of the fruit, 
and most of the wholesalers 
there believe that there is a 
good future for it There has 
been an increased use of grape- 
fruit in Liverpool and Man- 
chester during the past three 
years, but the market needs 
further development inasmuch 
as supplies of more than a few 
hundred packages per week 
gluts the txade. An increased 
demand from Glasgow is also 
reported. 

‘‘Wholesale prices during 
December ranged between 
$3.50 and $540 per case on 
Jamaican and Porto Rican 
fruit. Wholesalers report that 
the demand is governed by the 
weather, and fluctuates mark- 
edly. At times there is a 
great run on the fruit, and it 
sells from $6 to $7, but a cool 
spell of weather brings about 
a decreased demand, the fruit 
moving at around $3.25 to 
$3.50. Retails prices on 80s 
and 96s are usually 8c to 12¢ 


each, and oceasionally as low 


as 6c. For the most part the 
shops in the poorer districts 
sell the fruit for 8c each, and 
in the better districts 12c. At 
8c each ,and allowing 5 per 
cent for deterioration and 
waste, a case of 80s will real- 
ize the detailer $5.87, so that 
he must buy for less than 
$4.70. Sales drop off when the 
fruit reaches a retail price of 
10e to 12¢ each.’’ 

The British fruit trade now 
has on a co-operative advertis- 
ing campaign which empha- 
sizes the health-giving quali- 
ties of fruits. Their advertis- 
ing slogan is ‘‘Eat more fruit 
and keep fit.’’ The Britisher 
is peculiarly susceptible to the 
health appeal. 


“Tf inereasing demand for 
American grapefruit is left to 
the ordinary course of affairs, 
the road will be a long one be- 
cause there is now no system- 
atic method of supplying the 
market,’’ Mr. Smith says. 
‘*Supplies of American grape- 
fruit reach the British mar- 
kets only when prices in the 
United States are low. At such 
times the supplies are likely 
to be heavy, a glutted market 
condition develops, and every- 
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the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts will continue 
lower than those of the railroads; and it will 
not add to the Coast competition of inter- 
mountain distributors for the railroads to 
handle a part of the business. : 

This westbound business on which the 
railroads desire to compete comprises highly 
manufactured articles moving in great vol- 
ume, made both in the Atlantic States and 
in the Central and Middle Western States 


but one of its eleven members dissenting, 
sent the Committee an urgent letter oppos- 
ing the bill.
